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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/731,923 filed 
December 10. 2003. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains the legal term 
"comprises". Legal terminology should not be used in the abstract. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In paragraph 
3 of page 1 , "higher speed due" should be changed to -higher speeds due to-. In 
paragraph 19 of page 5, "120" should be changed to -220-. In paragraph 22 of page 6, 
"1 26,2 226" should be changed to -1 26, 226-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Graziadei(5,076,218). Graziadei discloses an air induction arrangement for an internal 
combustion engine, comprising; an inlet manifold having a first cylinder port and at least 
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a second cylinder port; a feed passage having an opening witiiin said inlet manifold, 
said opening having a periphery; wherein a first portion of said periphery is distal to the 
first of said cylinder ports, a second portion of said periphery is proximal to the first of 
said cylinder ports, and said first portion protrudes further into said inlet manifold than 
said second portion. See Figures 4-6, 8 and 10. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 5,571,242 issued to Demorest is a similar 
invention.
